Rgainst Japan. 


PARIS.—Atomie power may be- 
come a serious competitor to coal in 
the United States by about 1955 
“if political difficulties do not seri- 
ously intervene,’ Dr. Arthur H, 
Compton seid, 

The atomic scientist, chancellor of 
Washington university at St. Louis, 
\Io., spoke to a gathering of savants 
it Sorbonne university on the fourth 
anniversary of the loosing of nuclear 
fission in Chicago, 

He said that heat by-products of 
atomie energy were being used now 
in experiments heating water pour- 
ing into the Columbia river, He 
painted a picture of modern cities 
using heat from, central stations 
without smoke covering the area., 
ind of atomie power as a source of

The Nobel prize winning physicist 
asserted that the alternative to an 
agreement that no atom bombs will 
be made in the future was a com- 
pctilive armaments race, but added 
ed: 

“I believe that the odds favor con- 
siderably the view that major wars. 
between the great powers are al- 
ready a thing of the past. I am con- 
fident that we have a good fighting 
chance of establishing a permanent 
peace,”’ 

Upholding the use of the bomb 
against Japan, Compton said: 

“Not to have used this new-found 
power to stop short the most disas- 
‘vous War in history would have been 
unpardonable. Humanity's greatest 
need was a decisive weapon.”

Housewives were today re- 
minded by OPA that Spare 
Stamp 53, currently good for 
five pounds of sugar, must 
be “spent” in the next few 
days or not at all, since it ex- 
pires March 81, one month 
earlier than originally in- 
tended and announced. 

The following day, April 1, 
OPa begins the use of ten- 
|pound stamps, with Spare 
leware® 11 becoming good for 
that amount, A. D. Simpson, 


Jv., Regional Sugar Execu- 
tive, said in Atlanta. ‘While 


Spare Stamp 11 will be good 
for ten pounds right on thru 
September 30, we are hoping 
the sugar supply will make it 
possible to declare another 
ten-pound stamp good on 
July 1, Simpson said. 

He emphasized, however, 
that these ten-pound stamps 
are not a “bonus” and that 
sugar must still be used care- 
fully. He also pointed out 
that there will be no special 
stamps set aside this year 
for canning sugar, as the 
ten-pound stamps should 
prove sufficient to cover all 
necessary home uses of su- 
gar, including canning. 


High Court Forbids Briton 
To Sell His How Motor Car 

LONDON.—The high court of jus- 
tice has issued an injunction fer- 
bidding the owner of a new auto- 
mobile to sell it within six months 
after purchase, It wes the first case 
brought under a reccntly instituted 
practice by the Motor Trade asso- 
ciation meking the res!riction a con- 
dition in the sale of all new cars, 

Charles Falco, the pureheser, 
agreed to the injunction with a 
lation that he was ‘‘a victim of cir- 
cumstances" and not one of the so- 
called black market purchasers 
against whom the contracts were di- 
rected. 

New cars are so scarce that they 
can be sold shortly after their pur- 
ehase for more than twice the orizi- 
nal cost. The Motor Trade associa- 
tion told the court that Falco paid 
less than $1,600 for the car he offered 
for resale at $3,500.

PRAYER FOR CHRISTIAN 
BROTHERHOOD 


LESSON TEXT—John 17;1-11, 20-23. 

MEMORY SELECTION—And now Tam 
no more in the world, but these are in 
the world, and I come to thee, 
Father, keep through thine own hame 
those whom thou hast given. me, that 
they may be one, as we are.—John 17:11 


The voice of the Son of God lifted 
in audible prayer! What could be 
more sacred and more blessed? He 
who had by act and example taught 
his disciples loving service (John 
18), and had spoken to them words 
of comfort and assurance (John 14- 
himself, for 


16), now prayed for 
them, and for us, 
While he spoke most intimately 


with the Father as his only begotten 
Son, he prayed aloud that his disci- 
ples might hear his prayer and join 
with him in it. 

This prayer is often called the 
high-priestly prayer of Christ, and 
rightly so, for here the ‘‘one medi- 
ator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus’? (I Tim, 2:5) spoke 
as “the High Priest of mankind who 
begins his sacrifice by offering him- 
self to God with all his people" 
(Godet), 

First we find that he prayed for 
himself as he «poke of 

I. Salvation Finished—Then Glory 
with the Father (vv. 1-5). 

He looked up and said, ‘‘Father,”’ 
that was all. No struggling, no 
pleading, just the recognition of his 
own divinity, his intimate and unique 
Sonship to God. Throughout this 
entire prayer the same close rela- 
tionship is found. It was not as we 
would pray ‘Our Father,’’ but ‘Fa- 
ther,”’ 

Jesus was the Son of God, Yes, 
he was and is God. He and the Fa- 
ther are one in blessed eternal, in- 
finite unity. But as he is in the 
Father, we who believe are in him. 
So the poet well says: 

“Near, so very near to God, 
Nearer I cannot be, 

For in the person of his Son 
I am as near as he.” 

This divine Redeemer, who laid 
down his glory when he came to 
earth (Phil. 2:7, 8) to be,a Saviour, 
was now ready to take up that glory 
again, He spoke of the work of sal- 
vation as completed—for in his obe- 
dient soul the death on the cross 
which was just ahead was already 
accomplished, 

Now he was ready for the Father 
to glorify him even as he had glori- 
fied the name of the Father. That 
prayer was answered, and Christ 
now sits at the right hand of the 
Father in heaven, What a glorious, 
Saviour we have! 

His prayer was soon turned to 
those who had believed in him, They 
were precious to him, for they were 
given to him by the Father. 

II, Out of the World—Then Kept 
by the Father (vv. 6-11). 

There is something powerfully as- 
suring to the believer to read the 
words of Jesus which declare that 
these who had believed on him had 
been given to him by the Father. 
They belonged to the Father, and 
he gave them to the Son. They kept 
the Word of God, and thus they 
knew the Son as the manifestation 
of the Father’s name. What could 
be more certain for time and eter- 
nity! 

Note that they were taken ‘tout of 
the world’’—that does not mean that 
they left this earth, They lived here 
as we live here, but they were de- 
livered from that evil world power 
which opposes God. 

Some professed Christians who 
find their greatest delight in fellow- 
ship with the Christ-rejecting world 
had better read carefully here, for 
it appears that the one who is truly 
in Christ is not ‘tof the world," 

These disciples had to remain in 
the world (though they were not of 
it!) and they needed to be kept. 
Now that the earthly ministry of 
Jesus was to be brought to a close, 
he tenderly placed them anew in the 
Father’s mighty hand. Again we 
say, what could be more blessedly 
secure than that! 

We must note that our Lord had 
a special interest and prayer for his 
own. Verse 9 obviously does not 
mean that he is not interested in all 
mankind, He died for them (John 
8:16). But here his prayer was for 
his own, and in that prayer the 
world was left out. That makes us 
feel still more assured in him. He, 
the blessed Son of God and only 
Saviour, prayed for me, for you! 

The closing words of verse 11 
reach out into the third petition of 
our Lord, as he prayed for their 


II, Unity in Christ—Then Testi- 
mony to the World (vy. 20-23). 

The verses between the foregoing 
division and this one (vv. 12-19) are 
important. Our Lord was concerned 
about the hatred of the world: for 
these who had received the Word of 
the Father, and yet he would not 
have them taken out of the world. 
They were to be his witnesses—even 
as we are to be in our day. They 
must remain in the world; but being 
one in Christ and sanctified through 
the truth, they were to be kept for 
God and used by him.

New Germ Killer Is Proved 


Superior to Penicillin 


CHICAGO. — An extract of beef 
brains and other organs that has 
proved to be superior to penicillin 
in some respects has been used on 
mice inoculated with certain sta- 
phylococcus germs, according to the 
current issue of the Journal of Bac- 
teriology. 

The paper, by Leo G. Mutini and 
Sister Eva Maria Lynch of the In- 
stitutum Divi Thomae of Cincinnati, 
indicated that the brain extract 
held mortality to .9 per cent, as 
against 75 per cent for untreated 
mice, when used as a preventive. 
As a cure, it appeared to hold fatali- 
ties’to zero, while rats treated with 
penicillin suffered 10 to 80 per cent 
mortality, according to size of dos- 
age. Healing in the brain tissue 
group was faster than among the 
penicillin treated mice, 

The new extract is effective 
either by subcutaneous injection or 
by mouth, the experimenters re- 
port. They now are seeking to de- 
termine whether staphylococcus 
germs will develop resistance to the 
new medicine.
